In a seties of exhaustive experi­ 
ments, two Germans, M. Otto and R.

Only clove oil, caraway oil, 
cassia oil and oil of Spanish hops 
proved effective in keeping away the 
insects, and these only for a short 
time. 
it 
is 
concluded 
that 
the 
impellent effect is not 
duo to the 
penetrating odor but to temporary 
irritation of the insects’ breathing 
organs. 
Clove oil seems to be the 
mest suitable substanoe to use, and 
this will do good service iu most 
cases, hut it has the disadvantage oE 
irritating delicate skins. 
i’he highest fall of water used for 
power seems to be that of Lake Drusio. 
in Switzerland, where is located the 
most powerful electricity generating 
station iu Europe. 
The water of the 
Poshiavino, iu the Posctnavo Valley, 
is led through a great conduit, three 
miles long, to the reservoir, from 
which five sets of enormous pipes 
conduct it to the power statiou at a

lower. 
Electric 
energy of 36,000 horse-power is dis­ 
tributed from the generators to points 
along the shores of Eakes Como an I 
Maggiore, aud as far as the great 
plain of Milan. 
An excess ol radium in the roots 
of the Simplon 
Tunnel 
has been 
found by Fro. J. Joly of Dublin, aud 
be concludes that tbis may account 
for the unusually high temperature, 
lie suggests further that high tem ­ 
perature from radium may have play­ 
ed a part in mountain building. 
A 
great excess ot radium in clay and 
ooze from the North and S ju th Atlan­ 
tic tends to couiirm Sir John Mur­ 
ray’s theory that these deep sea de­ 
posits are cosmic dust, and hints that 
much of our radium has como irom 
space. 
Che new Zebra discovered by J. E. 
Spears iu Portuguese, East Africa, 
resembles the ordinary type iu shape, 
but the 
bead, neck, fore legs and 
fore-half of the body are dark brown 
in color, the hind part of the body 
including the legs, having the usual 
stripes. 
The natives report that the 
animal 
is 
becoming 
very scarce, 
although a whole herd was seen. 
The 
creature is very timid, and ils agility 
enabled it to elude the hunter, whose 
long pursuit resulted iu failure to 
obtain a specimen.

THE SIEGE OF LUCKNOW. 


The following lines 
are founded 
upon a-truo incident in the siege of 
Lucknow. The Sepoy rebel J ion started 
iu Lucknow in May, 1857. The E u ro ­ 
pean residents were pent up in the 
Rritish residency. 
They iucluded a 
mere handful of soldiers, and women 
and children non-combatants. 
They 
were beseiged by au immense force 
of rebels. 
After four months they 
wore temporarily relieved by a force 
under Outram and Havelock, They 
wore not strong enough to raise the 
siege, but merely added slightly to 
the beseiged garrison. 
Weeks and 
months of hoping against hope, aud 
odds of 20 to 1 intervened. 
Sir Colin 
Campbell staited from Cawnpore, 6Í 
miles distant, with a force of OOUb 
nen to reliove the garrison iuSeptem 
ber. 
He fought several battles with 
vastly superior forces of insurgents, 
and hisYrmy was cut down to 1000. 
Ho was compelled to return to Cawu- 
pore to recruit his shattered forces. 
Iu November ho started ou his final 
march with his Highlanders. 
Jessie 
nrown, of Scottish hirtb, caught the 
sound of the bagpipes, amid the roar 
ot war long beforo the untrained ears 
of the others detected the peculiar 
sound, aud confidently 
proclaimed 
the approach of the salvation army: 


Oh, that last day iu Lucknow fort— 
We knew it would be the last; 
For the enemy’s mines crept slowly 
in, 
Aud the end was coming last. 


To yield to that foe meant worse than 
death, 
So the men and we ali worked ou— 
’T was one day more of smoke and 
roar, 
Aud then it wonld all be done. 


There was one 
of us—a corporal’s 
wife, 
N 
A fair, young, gentle thing — 
Wasted by fever in that long siege, 
Her mind was wandering. 


She lay on the ground iu her Scottish 
maid, 
And 1 took her head ou my knee— 
When ray father comes home from 
the plow,” she said, 
“ Ah, please, then waken m e.” 


She lay like a child on her father’s 
floor, 
Where childhood years were laid. 
And the watchdog sprawls by the half 
open door, 
And the widow’s wheel is stayed. 


1 sank to sleep, and i had my dream, 
Of EDgli3h village and lane, 
Aud garden aud wail, when a sudden 
scream, 
Drought me back to the rear again. 


There Jessie stood a-listeuiug, 
And then a broad gladness broke 
Ail over h<=r face, aud sbe took my 
hand, 
Aud drew me near, and spoke— 


“ 'T'iie Highlanders' Ah, dinuu ye hear 
Their slogan far awa’; 
The McGregor’s ah, I ken it well — 
The grandest of them a’. -’ 


“ God bless the bonnie Highlanders; 
We’re saved' 
we’re 
saved,” she 
cried. 
And she fell ou 
her 
knees and 
thanks to God 
Poured foith like a full flood tide. 


Along the battery line her cry 
llad fallen among the men; 
They listened, for they were there to 
die— 
SVas life so near them, then, 


They listened tor life, but the battle 
aiar, 
And the fm-otf roar, 
Weie all, aud the general shook his 
head; 
And they turned to their guns onoe 
more. 


Then Jessie said, “ The slogan’s done; 
Rut diuua yo hear it noo; 
The Campbells are coming—its no’r a 
dream— 
Our succor has broken through.” 


We heard the roar of the strife afar, 
Rut the pipers we could not hear; 
So we plied our task of hopeless war. 
And kuew that the end was near. ’ 


Rut it was not long ere that sound 
must be heard — 
A tbiilliug, piercing sound — 
it was not the noise of the battle afar, 
Nor the sappers under ground. 


It was the pipes of the Highlanders— 
And now they played “ Auld lang 
syne;” 
It came to our men like the voice of 
God, 
Aud we shouted along the line. 


And we wept and kissed each others 
hands, 
And tha wowei sobbed iu a crowd; 
Aud we all sank down on the ground 
where we stood, 
And we all thanked God aloud. 


On that happy day that we welcomed 
them iu, 
Our men put Jessie lirst, 
And tne general took her baud and 
cheers 
From the men like a volley burst. 


Aud the pipéis, with libbou and tar­ 
tan streams, 
Marched round and round our Hue; 
And our cheerful cheers were mingled 
with tears, 
As the pipers played “ Auld lang 
syne.” 


From Our Exchanges 


Mining Suit Retrial. 


The superior court was occupied the 
better part of three days during the 
past week iu the trial of the ease of 
Mary A. Keyes aud W. R. Keyes, 
plaintiffs, vs. John R. Meyers, de 
feudant. 
There was quite an array of 
legal talent on both sides of the case 
For the plaintiffs, attorneys Will A. 
Dower of San Andreas and Nicol & 
Orr of Stockton handled the case, aud 
for the defendant attorneys Heed of 
San Andreas aud Philbrook & Owens 
of San Francisco. 
Judge Kust "of 
Amador county presided, judge Me 
Sorley being disqualified ou account 
of having been attorney in the case at 
a furmer trial. 
The suit involves 
th-rd interest in 
the Lindsay gold 
mine at Angels, adjoining the Gold 
Cliff mine (one of the Utica group.) 
In- January, 1895, 
Johu Lindsay 
made u 
deed 
ot the 
property to 
Meyers on conditions 
that Meyers 
was to provide for Lindsay during 
his lifetime. 
This deed was placed 
in escrow with W. H. Stelfler with 
instructions that it was net to be 
delivered to either principal without 
the consent of the other, except in 
caso of death. 
An agreement was a 
few days later tiled with the party 
holding the deed abrogating its con­ 
ditions of suireuder. 
Rut Moyers, to 
gain the property, must take care of 
Lindsay during his lifetime. 
Liud 
say filed a statement 
to the etteot 
that Meyers failed to cairy out the 
conditions of the deed and .revokod 
he same. 
Some five or six years 
after the deed to Meyers, Lindsay 
died, and a short time before his 
death made a deed of the property to 
Mrs Keyes, who was his sister, at 
whose home he died, claiming that 
Meyers had not carried out the pro­ 
visions of the first deed aud therefore 
had uo claim on the property other 
than the’amcuuts he had paid out for 
Lindsay. 
Mrs Keyes and her husbaud com­ 
menced suit for the property iu Feb­ 
ruary, 1992, and judge Gottschnlk de­ 
cided iu favor of Moyers. 
Iu that 
suit MeSorley & Dower appeared for 
plaintiffs and Heed for defendant. 
Mrs Keyes then appealed I ho case 
to the supreme court, aud that body 
reversed judge Gottschalk’s decision, 
lidding that the deed to Meyers was 
not valid—haviug strings to it, 
it 
nay he said; and that all be was 
entitled to was actual expenses. 
De- 
eudaut’s attorneys, however, kept at 
it and finally got a new trial. 
So the case this week was simply a 
retrial. 
Nicol & gUrr were engaged 
with Mr Dower, judge MeSorley iu 
the meantime having been 
elected 
superior judge. 
in this case Phil- 
brook & O w ods were added to the 
counsel for the defense. 
'The case was hotly contested from 
buth sides. 
Judge Hust will render 
his decision in the matter later on. 
—Citizen.

Our cotemporary endeavors to hood­ 
wink the people by giving out the 
above as a refutation ot the statement 
contained in the extract from the 
Ledger, to the effect that the Dis­ 
patch was counted in on the scheme 
to extraot money from the oounty 
and the business men on an alleged 
adrertising of the oounty’s resources.

Clearing as rapidly as the weli-wisbers 
of that city would like.

strike continues on a small scale, and 
the arrests are daily diminishing. 
A 
conciliation committee of prominent 
citizens is endeavoring to bring about 
peace by a compromise. 
uovernor 
Gillett says that violence must stop, 
and talks of arbitration and all that. 
It is witbin bis province to restore 
peace. 
He has tbe militia behind 
him. 
If tbe municipal authorities 
are helpless or in sympathy with the 
scenes of violence, he can tail back 
upon tbe state organization. 
Action 
is wanted 
in this emergeuoy, not 
words. 
If tbe military arm of tbe 
state government had been called out 
in the first days of the strike, the 
industrial 
atmosphere 
of tbe city 
would certainly have cleared loug ere 
this, and normal conditions restored. 
No doubt, governor Gillett is prompt­ 
ed by laudable motives in trying to 
secure a meeting 
ot the opposing 
farces, in tbe hope of bringing about 
a settlemeut. 
Rut a compromiso will 
uot settle the question in issue. 
it 
might postpone the llnal issue; defer 
it for a few months or years. 
The 
straight path in settling such contests 
is to enforce the law; suppress vio­ 
lence; arrest and punish violators; 
puuish them 
adquateiy, not by a 
mere nominal line. 
The street cars, 
and 
tbuao who 
ride 
therein, arc 
entitled to protection. 
It has not 
been, and is not, being given them; 
aDd it is up to the state authorities 
to do 
that 
which 
tbe municipal 
officers have failed to do. 
Calhoun 
wants the be protected in bis right to 
run bis lawful business as a street car 
president. 
He is still tbe only char 
acter in this *strile situation that 
stands erect end resolute. 
He is not 
afflicted with a wobbling of the knees. 


The Assessment Roll. 


Assessor C. E. Jarvis has devoted 
considerable time in straightening out 
tbe errors of the assessment roll, and 
in the equalization of assessments. 
It is generally the case, that with the 
advent of a new official in tbe assess 
ment of property, changes are made 
to suit the notion of the individual 
doing tbe work. 
The incumbent be­ 
lieves that he can improve upon the 
work of his predecessor. 
This is a 
laudable work, and tbe proper spirit 
upon which to enter upon any official 
duty. 
As regards tbe assessment roll, 
we understand that numerous changes 
will be made this year. 
All property 
that has been deeded to tbe state foi 
delinquent taxes has been dropped 
from the roll. 
This will involve a 
reduction of fully 3100,000.

assessment roll with such property, 
as state pioperty is not assessable, 
and to list such holdings year after 
year, involves a lot of unnecessary 
work, without any henefloial result 
whatever. 
Notwithstanding this ap­ 
parent reduction, there will be no 
shrinkage of tbe total value ot tbe 
county’s assessment. 
Rome of tbe 
mining property, and Ibe large land 
foldings will be increased. 
Keduc 
tious bare also been m a d am a num ­ 
ber of instances, to meet the special 
conditions. 
Tbe assessor appears to 
have approached tbe work in a fair 
and 
liberal spirit; 
aiming to act 
justly with everyone. 
No reasonable 
man should find 
fault with a re­ 
adjustment of values so made. 
As a 
rule, a properly owner is not averse 
to an equitable assessment. 
He is 
willing to stand 
a little raise, if 
assured that tbe aim is 
to 
biing 
about more equitable distribution ot 
tbe burdens of taxation.

w as printed, by whom or w hat w ere 
the m ethods em ployed are questions 
w hich have great Interest for the curi­ 
ous, but have never been answered. 


T h e O ld e st B a n k N o tes. 
T he oldest bank notes in the world 
are the “flying m oney,” or convenient 
m oney, first Issued In China in 2G9Y 
B . C. 
One w riter tells that the ancient 
C hinese bank notes w ere in m any re­ 
spects sim ilar to those of the present 
day, bearing the nam e of the bank, 
th e date o f Issue, the number of the 
note, th e signature of the official w ho 
issued it and Its value in both figures 
and words. 
On the top of these curi­ 
ous notes w as the follow ing philosoph­ 
ic Injunction: “Produce nil you can; 
apend w ith econom y.” 
The note w as 
printed In blue Ink on paper made 
from the fiber o f the mulberry tree. 
One of these notes bearing the date 
1399 B. C. Is still presen-ed in the A si­ 
atic m useum a t St. Petersburg.

With certain tribes wam pum is still 
highly priz.>d and necklaces are worn 
by men, w om en and children when 
they are tho fortunate possessors of 
them.

having a

liked. 
The thin shells are broken Into little 
pieces and by aid of nippers are made 
as nearly rouad as possible. 
W hen 
each piece is drilled in the center, the 
old tim e fire kindling style of drill be­ 
ing used, the siiells are tlien strung and 
rolled w ith the band on a flat stone, 
which 
grinds 
tliem 
until 
they 
are 
smooth and even. 
Com paratively few Indians am ong 
those w'lo prize wam pum beads m ost 
highly have the skill or patience to 
m ake them , oven though they had the 
rnatcrial;;. 
The fact la there are but 
few wam pum bead m akers In the coun­ 
try, and n often h.uppens that long pll- 
gi’im ages m ust lie made to secure the 
requisites for really flue beads, and, as 
with the w hite m an’s trinkets, that 
which is "far fetched and dear bought” 
Is most sought after for ornamentation. 
Around som e of the ancient ruins in 
the southw est the little disks of w am ­ 
pum are often found in the sand, and it 
Is probable that they w ere deposited 
in the graves in very earlj' tim es and 
w ashed out or exposed by the w ind’s 
action. 
These ruins are in the best 
state o f preservation of any in the 
country. 
Alisolutely nothing is known 
of their builders, and the origin of 
these ruins w as as much a m ystery 
when Coronado first saw them in 1540, 
when he made his fam ous invasion, as 
it is to the people of the present day.- -

It is a cruel system , but neverthe­ 
less a necessary one. If all w ere weak, 
all would die; if som e are strong, they 
w ill save many of the weak. 


T h e L u recH t P ip e . 
W hat is described as the largest pipe 
In the world Is valued at £8,000 and is 
counted as one of tho m ost remarkable 
pieces of carving In existence. 
The 
pipe Is made of one solid piece of 
m eerschaum and represents the land­ 
ing of Columbus. 
There are tw enty- 
four figures in the scene, each one four 
inches high. The carver w ho executed 
this m asteipiece is dead, and, as the 
dem and for this sort of work has near­ 
ly died out. It is practically Impossible 
to find a man to duplicate It.—London 
Telegraph. 


THE APACHES. 


T h is T r ib e I lo ld s t h e R e c o rd a s B ad 
I n d ia n s , 
Scarcely a tribe of our Am erican In­ 
dians but w bat have engraved their rec­ 
ord o f crim e and Infam y high up on 
history’s w all, y et above them all Is the 
A paches’. 
From 1540 to 1853 N ew Spain aud 
M exico carried on a so called w arfare 
w ith these people. 
The Apaches were 
vastly outnum bered by the M exican 
soldiery, but w hat they lacked in num­ 
bers w as more than m ade up Iu cour­ 
age and craftiness. 
The Apache ever 
had a thorough contem pt for the Mexl- 
can soldier, and In later years, when 
they w ere fighting w ith firearms as 
w ell as arrows, they would not w aste 
cartridges on the M exicans, but would 
kill them w ith arrows, spears and 
stones, saving their cartridges for other 
and more w orthy foes. 
IVhen this southw est region became 
a part of the U nited States the Apaches 
w ere a serious problem w ith w hich w e 
had to contend. Our governm ent vacil­ 
lated betw een a sim pering peace policy 
and tlie other extrem e, their exterm ina­ 
tion. 
Their zou* of w andering being inter­ 
sected by the International boundaiT 
line further com plicated m atters. They 
would raid dow n Into M exico and then 
rush back w ith the plunder to our side 
o f the line, out o f reach of the pursuing 
soldiers. 
N ext It w ould be a raid on 
the Arizona side and a flight Into the 
w ild m ountains o f Sonora. 
The M exi­ 
can governm ent attem pted to assist 
their m iserable arm y by giving a scalp 
bounty, and for years th ey paid out 
their gold 
coin 
for Apache scalps. 
Scalp hunting becam e a recognized In­ 
dustry. T he horror o f this w as that to 
the M exican official all scalps looked 
alike, w hether from the head o f a hos­ 
tile or a friendly Indian. 
T he price 
w as $100 for a man, §50 for a wom an 
and $25 for a child. It Is sm all wonder 
that the tribe sank deeper Into sav­ 
agery than ever when w e stop to think 
that the men knew there w as a price 
set on the scalps of their w ives and 
children, and there w as a horde of 
hum an fiends, w h ite in color, but more 
savage than the savage him self, who 
w ere hunting them as they would a 
cougar of the m ountains.—E. S. Curtis 
In Scribner’s.

pork fastened to a block o f wood. The 
wood serves as a w eight to keep the 
fat dow n and prevent the ju ice from 
burning as It thickens. 
The cherry juice Is boiled for about 
tw enty-four hours w ithout sugar, but 
stirred from 
tim e to tim e until It 
becom es a m ass o f sw eetness so firm 
and thick that It w ould not fall If the 
kettle w ere Inverted. 
T hat Is all, a sim ple process, but tlie 
result Is delicious. 
This chirschm us is 
In general use in Sw itzerland w ith the 
“susse auke” (sw eet butter) and bread.
